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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument is not persuasive. The Examiner 
has acknowledged the Romaine Declaration; however, the Declaration is not found persuasive to overcome the prior art. As explained in 
the argument, a mushroom compost supplement is merely a nutrient added to a mushroom compost at any time. In analyzing Applicant's 
claim language, the supplement is merely the polysaccharide or polysaccharide composition, which is what Romaine reference teaches, 
see claim 2. The nutrient itself in the Romaine reference does not contain mycelia at all. The nutrient itself as stated in claim 2 is 
polysaccharide or polysaccharide composition. In addition, Applicant's claim langauge also state "comprising", therefore, the term is open 
to other ingredients. If one is to analyze the claim language, one would conclude that all is claimed is a polysaccharide or polysaccharide 
composition without mushroom mycelia, which polysaccharide does not contain mycelia anyhow. Furthermore, Applicant failed to respond 
to the Examiner's comment regarding Mr. Frank Parker's letter faxed to the Office on 5/25/05 and 5/31/05, which in the letter, Mr. Parker 
stated that polysaccharide is old and well known in the art to be used as a nutrient. Therefore, even if the Romaine reference is overcome, 
which it is not, other references provided by Mr. Parker teach using polysaccharide as a nutrient. In conclusion, the Declaration and 
argument are not found persuasive and thus, the final rejection stands. 
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
